retroviral vector producer cells t hat expresses a (1 3) galactosyl epitopes thereby causing 
a local hyperacute rejection response against said xenogeneic cells and a bystander 
immune reaction against the tumor in the absence of ganciclovir thereby inhibiting the 
growth of the tumor in the subject s wherein administration of said vector producer cells 
is not followed bv treatm ent with ganciclovir.
